end of each session to reward the stauncher 
supportera of the ministry of the day by 
raising them to the peerage, independent of 
other considerations. Formerly, except in 
special cages where a statesman had boon 
long in office and had so Required 
corresponding social status,’ men adlected 
for the honour wore either of noble families 
or had belonged to the “great untitled 
aristocracy, but this acon came to be a 
nesdless qualification, and the now nobility 
hever thoroughly became nssimilated with 
the-old.- Sill, of course, as is customary in 
such cases, they soon became even greater 
slicklers for the privileges of their clas than 
the oldest of tho old nobility itself. The 
consequence ig seen in the present position 
of the Cords as compared with the Commons. 
It is undeniable that a hundred years ago 
there waa not tha sama erce opposition ‘of 
classes as is to ho noted, to-duy. Of course 
in a large measure this isto bo attributed to 
the eapture of ‘tle constituencies hy the 
clnases; buts it cannot bo 
doubted that the intensity of the divi- 


sion between’ the — classes has been 
very much aggravated by the altered condi. 


tion of the House of Lords-iteelf,-and. the 
large infusion ‘of men sprung from what the 
workig man cannot but look upon 
his owo class. Since the 
ping of the last century some ¢ five 
hundred new poers have been added to the 
House of Lords, and though alarge propor 
tion of these have been re-creations of titles 
which have-merely: died out in the eldest 
line, possibly nearly balf bave been new men 
ennobled for more momentary rervices. 
Againat auch aclase the de mocracy inallages 
have ever borne a grudge, and it is against 
the actions of these new peers who buve 
become, ay they think, more obstructive 
than the old Lords of the Realm, ‘that the 
prerent ontery is in great mea -ure directed. 
The radical members of the present Govern- 
ment, themselves incapable of construction, 
do not hesitate to turn the attention of the 
democracy to these presumed enemies. 
“ See,” they cry, ‘these men never come

As a consequence the 
House of Lords has ceased to.be representa- 
tive, either of itself or of any interest of 
first-class importance in the state, and how 
to restore its dignity and utility is now, it 
must be confessed, one of the chief problems 
of tho day. To destroy it altogether would 
be to deprive the State of the governor 
necessary not only for the safe workiug 
of a State, but of overy piece’ of ma- 
chinery. How, for example, would the 
metropolis get over tho mischiof that might 
be evulved in’a single’ night were the 
electric supply werks to be deprived of their 
aflective centrifugal governors? We sce 
the same necessity for checking irregularities 
in working in overy proceas of manufacture. 
Tho .common sense: of mankind bas from 
time ‘to time in the vistly more important 
muchine of government applied a. similar 
system of check and counter-check, but 
unfortunately through the miiatakes of three 
gonerations of statesmen the controling 
element itself bas beén put out of -geur. 
This we may allow without committing 
ourselves to one party or the other, But 
how amend matters? Would-be statesmen 
like Mr. Luovp Groner cry,—Stick a knife 
in it and let the machine b urst itself up. 
Wiser then say amend the governor; in 
thig doubtless most are agreed, but howis it 
to be dona? That is a point on which there 
are as many opinions as there ure speakers.

THE GOVERNMENT'S NEW MOVE, 


“A Pall’ Matl Gazette ropresentatice says :— 
The announcement that the Gorernment. has 
decided to withdmw all sommercial Attachés 
from the foreign Embassics, o8 well as tho 
commercial agents, and that they are to return 
(o London bas not caused any surprise to tho 
fervat traders of the City, in spite of tho fact 
that the Chamber of Commerce hus not been 
notified officially of the change. 

A Cily merchaut of world-wido experience 
informed me this morning thot the reports sent 
home from abroad hy Government officials have 
been of little orna use in the past, und bis 
reason for saying this was that io, the great 
majorily of cases the writors of these decnments 
havo ubsolutely no knowledge of commerce and 
the requirements of home trades, ‘Ehoir reports 
are invariably of too grneral a character to bé of 
any practical ase and many of the reports fn 
the past have been remarkabl+ for the blame 
they have attiohed to homo traders for their 
Jack of enterpria: in extending their commerce 


‘into new fields. The reports havo not been of 


tliat short. crisp, ond clear character that would 
induce people to give {hem the attention they 
shoulddemand, Merchants are only tooanxious,

toiled Inboriously and onduret,seyero privations 
in order that'a clever non might study for the 
litorary examination, and (he scholars exhibited 
a concentration and pationcs of industry seldom 
soon in other.countries. Now that the coveted 
degress are conferred on  forcign-trained 
students the spirit and energy devoted ta tho 
ol cdueution are tmusferred to the uew. In 
fast. the new learning tends {o draw an even 
Jurger moasare of popular kapport Tp tho 
long period = required to reach 
proficiency rendered education alinvst a super- 
fluous luxury for all not aspiring to offt- 
cial rank. Now, however, it ix being grat- 
ually zealised “that a few yeure «pant in 
acquiring Western knowledge may not only 
open the door to official rank but will prove of 
practical value in ordinary life. and that only 
by mastering’ modern ideas and methods cantho 
natinn emulate the example of Japan and attain 
the power to s‘and ogainst the foreigner, 

In many places the people have taken 
eagerly to the werk of dismantling old temples, 
burning and flingiag out (he images and pu- 
peratilions relic#, and turning the buildings into 
seboole. | Funds fir educational purposes 
are usually readily subscribed, the ap- 
plications for admirsion to the offi ial 
seboola often exceed’ their. capacity, amt 
mon of thirty yours snd upwaids are found 
storting their edueation afresh, In many 
places, {oo, solicols have brea opened by the 
‘guilds and ather ‘forma of private enterprise 
which, though not giving frev education, are yel 
fully attend:d, In spite of the onti-foreign 
fevling and the refusal of the Government to 
give official recognition to schools controlled by 
forvigners, officials in the provine-s often show 
themrelves ready to as-ist and patrouiss the 
opening of the mission schools, while tho pople} 
are eagor to take advantage of the leaching,

always enjoyed in China lend a considerable 
weight to their agitation among the lowor 
odors, To soma extent, nodonbt, their offorta 
we beneficial, They orseauise--demonstrationa 
against opium-smokiug, foot-binding, and: 
taperstitions practices, aituck the abuses of the 
official »y storm, nad endeavour to qnicken the 
moral and natioual seusé of the people. But they 
are oft on visionary and hysterical ; thoy lack the 
experience and judgment to nide aright. the 
passions they avoke, and thoy creates craving for 
change ; dnngerous because vague and jll- 
divected. - Many give their support. to, or play * 
into the pands of, the anti-dynsstic and revoln- 
tionary secret gocintios, Nearly all, stirred by 
a new-born sense of pa'riotiam and passion for 
the assertion of national rights and jnteresty, 
endeavour to fomut and extend the agitation 
against tho privileges aud poxition of Europeans 
in China ;.and, as many officiala to divert atten- 
tion from their own deticinacies are teady to 
tury the popular feruent into anti-forsign 
chanuels, the risk of a collision with Western 
nations is seriourly segravated, ' 
However, in future, the number of students 
going (o Jopon ik likely ta be diminished, «At 
the last examination of foreign-trained s!udents 
at Peking for the lit rary degrees a largo 
majority of candidate’ from Japan failed 
altogether, while the highest honours were, 
almost every case, awarded to mon educated.in 
America. Purtly for this, roason, partly no 
doubt beenusa the Contral Government ia 
becoming uneasy at the tucbulent spirit 
exhibited by tho students from Tokio, an 
order has gono forth that in future Chi- 
neso scholars will only be permitted to 
go to Japan if ‘they have passod - out . 
,_ Soma _tecognised middie school im * 
China and if they have a knowledge of the 
Japancse language, while tha short courses 
of instraction are forbidden to ‘aJl_ under 
twenty-five years: of age. A more difficalt 
problem is tbat of controlling the ever-increns- 
ing uumber of stadants from-. colleges in 
China, on whom the future of the Eapire must 
very largely depend. No doubt approhension 
of thediatarbing effoot’ on the youthful mind 
ofan undilnted draught of Wostern learning 
is one motiye, at least, of the racont decrea 
insisting on the recognition of’ the ancient 
classics a8 tho foundation of the educa 
tional system. Buddhism oa a religious force ig 
docaying aud discrodited ; Christianity, tainted 
in Chinose eyes by its foreign origin, is aulikely 
to find wide acceptance, In an age of transition 
and tarmoi], when the youth of the- nation 
breaki g loose from the restraint of old tradi. 
tions and belief, seem wore than aver to require 
some kind of moral ballast, it is nataral ond 
wise. that the rulers of China should wish to 
koop alive the study of the anciont Confucian 
philosophy, tho inflaence of which has contri- 
buted materially to the strength and stability 
of the Chinese character in tho past.—London
